1 . This application has been examined. Claims 1-9 are pending. 

2. The prior art submitted on June 26, 2006 has been considered. 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19, which have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 

5. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claim 8 is drawn to functional descriptive 
material NOT claimed as residing on a computer readable medium. MPEP 
2106.IV.B.1(a) (Functional Descriptive Material) states: 

"Data structures not claimed as embodied in a computer-readable medium are 
descriptive material per se and are not statutory because they are not capable of 
causing functional change in the computer." 

"Such claimed data structures do not define any structural or functional 
interrelationships between the data structure and other claimed aspects of the invention 
which permit the data structure's functionality to be realized." 
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6. Claim 8, while defining a computer program, does not define a "computer- 
readable medium" and is thus non-statutory for that reasons. A computer program can 
range from paper on which the program is written, to a program simply contemplated 
and memorized by a person. The examiner suggests amending the claim to embody 
the program on "computer-readable medium" in order to make the claim statutory. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kato 
etal. (5,809,447). 
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10. With respect to claim 1 , Kato et al. disclose an interactive route guide device 
which includes a storage unit operator to store at least one table which defines a type of 
guide information to be provided for a route from a departure point to a destination 
point, a guide information generating output for generating guide information and an 
output unit for outputting the guide information (see at least figure 1 and the related 
text). Kato et al. further disclose an input unit for user to enter the request guide 
information, a request management unit for managing a content of a request inputted 
into the input unit and an editing unit for editing the table in accordance with the content 
which is managed by the request management unit (see the abstract, figures 1 , 3, 4, 6 
and the related text). 

1 1 . Kato et al. do not explicitly disclose the management unit is operable to manage 
the content base on the number of time the request is inputted. However, Kato et al. 
disclose the user can set the combination of phrases composing guide voice of 
crossing, diverging point, etc. to be guided, and such setting can be completed from the 
number of input times from the user (see figures 2, 4, 5 and the related text). It would 
have been obvious to an ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
realize that the content of the user request can be depends on the way the user 
request, i.e. user enter more requests (number of times) will have more detail output, 
thus improving the vehicle navigation. 

12. With respect to claims 2-6, Kato et al. further disclose that the storage unit stores 
the timing, guide direction, and the amount of content of the guide information is 
changed and the frequency of generating the guide information depends on the user 
requests (see at least figures 2, 3, 6 and the related text). 

1 3. With respect to claims 7-9, the limitations of these claims have been noted in the 
rejections above. They are therefore considered rejected as set forth above. 
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Conclusion 

14. All claims are rejected. 

15. The following references are cited as being of general interest: Kishi et al. 
(5,410,486), Ohta et al. (5,982,301), Morimoto et al. (6,317,687), Takahashi 
(6,321,160), Nakata (7,379,876).
